WILL OF MILS. CHARLES CROCKER. 


Sunol and Palo Alto Rem oved from 
Napa to San Francisco—The 
National Grangers.

MUS. CROCKER'S W ILL. 
It W as Not Com plete W hen She Departed 
This W orld. 
San F r a n c isc o, November 25th.—The 
will of Mrs. Charles Crocker was tiled to­ 
day, and is as follows ; 
I, Mary Ann Crocker, do hereby make, de­ 
clare and publish this, my last will aud testa­ 
ment. I direct that ail the property of which I 
may die the owner of be distributed between 
my legal heirs in such shares as now provided 
by the laws of the State of California relating to 
succession. 
The heirs are Charles F., William H.,and 
George Crocker of this city, and Harriet V. 
Alexander of New York. 
The estate is estimated as.being worth 
$11,000,000. 
Colonel Fred. Crocker stated to a Califor­ 
nia Associated Press correspondent this 
evening that his mother left notes of the 
manner in which she intended to dispose 
of some of her property, intending to have 
the same incorporated in the will, but 
death came before she could do this. 
These suggestions, which include gifts to 
charitable institutions aud individuals, he 
said, will be as fully carried out by the 
heirs as if written in the will. He de­ 
clined to give the name and amounts, but 
said in due time all parties would be noti­ 
fied and receive the bequests. 


THE LOS ANGELES MURDER. 
Glass R eceived H is Death Blows tn a 
Saloon Row. 
Los A ngeles, November 25th.—Sheritf 
Martin Aguirre, with the entire force of 
detectives, has been working upon the 
murder case of Charles Glass since yester­ 
day morning without ceasing. To night 
the Sheritf and detective Billy Hammell 
brought in Philip Chavez, who confesses to 
having struck Glass with a bottle of 
whisky. 
Marshal Brunette, a French half-breed, 
gave himself up to-night, and says he also 
struck Glass. 
The evidence of the witnesses at the Cor­ 
oner's inquest corroborate Iheir statements. 
The inquest was in session all afternoon 
and adjourned until to-morrow morning. 
The testimony shows Glass received fatal 
blows in a saloon row at a dance three 
miles noith of this city at 3 o’clock Sunday 
morning. 
PERTURBED IONE. 
Von Schm idt Reports Ailversely on R e­ 
form School Sites. 
Ione, November 25th.—The report of A. 
W. Von Schmidt, the engineer engaged by 
the State Prison Directors to examine into 
the feasibility and cost of supplying water 
on the different sites offered as locations 
for tbe Prestou Reform School, was re­ 
ceived by our citizens with much disap­ 
pointment. Mr. Von Schmidt reports ad­ 
versely ou some of the sites offered because 
of the cost of building retervoirs, yet con­ 
cludes by saying that none of the places 
can supply the water they have offered, 
and advises the rejection of all the sites 
offered. 
Amended propositions for sites will he 
presented at the next meetiugof the Board, 
as the people of Ione are much interested 
in the location ot the school here. 
llanford Happenings. 
H anfobd, November 25th.—Quite a 
rumpus was raised at the Christian Church 
service last night by a mau named Bowen, 
who disturbed the meeting by loud talk. 
He was forcibly nut out of the cburcb, and 
during the scuffle T. J. McQuiddy was cut 
on the hand by Boweu, who used his 
knife. 
Bowen was arrested to-day by an officer 
at Goshen, while trying to get away. 
He 
is now in jail. 
A motor railroad to connect Hanford 
and Fresno is being agitated by local capi­ 
talists with promising prospects. Another 
conference will be held Wednesday night 
at this place. 
Fresno Flickers. 
F resno, November 25th. — Antone 
George, a sheepman at Fowler, lost 400 
sheep Saturday from eating fermented 
wheat. The sheep were ranging on a field 
sown to wheat and the late damp weather 
had started fermentation. Death came 
suddenly. The sheep were not sick an 
hour. 
A. G. Anderson, ex-County Clerk, died 
near Centerville yesterday. 
George Starr, the driver and trainer for 
Budd Doble, is expected to arrive to-mor- 
.ow with a siring of racers to spend the 
winter here. 
The sawmills íd the mountains have 
closed down for the season, the snow hav­ 
ing fallen so deep as to obstruct operations. 
The mills have cut from C 000.000 to 7,000,­ 
000 feet each during the season. 
San Francisco Notes. 
San F rancisco, November 25th.—The 
boys employed by the Western Union Tele­ 
graph Company struck to-night at 11 o’clock 
for higher wages. They were paid GO cents 
and demanded 75. They also asked for 
more time to deliver press dispatches. Tbe 
American District messenger boys were 
engaged to take the places of the strikers. 
Subsequently the boys went back to work 
until to-morrow. 
The Directors of the Mercantile Library 
this evening ratified the sale of their prop­ 
erty on Bush street. 
National Grange at Uklah. 
U kiah, November 25th.—A special train 
arrived to-day with two hundred members 
of the National Grange ou hoard. A cold, 
drizzling rain had been falling ail day, and 
prevented their being shown around the 
country. Judge McGarvey of Ukiah and 
others addressed a meeting in the Court 
House. 
They expressed themselves hs 
well pleased with their visit and left for 
San Francisco at 4 p. m. 
K illed Two Men. 
Salt L ake, November 25th.—Saturday 
evening at Manti, Sanpete county, in a dis­ 
pute over a game of pool, Parlare McFar- 
iane shot ami killed R. G. Hausen, of Kan­ 
sas City, and W. G Golding, of Salt Lake. 
Hansen lived about an hour after the shoot­ 
ing, and Golden died this morning. They 
both belonged to the Rio Grande sur­ 
veying party. A posse is out hunting for 
the murderer. 
From El Verano's Liar. 
E l V erano, November 25th.—The body 
of A. Alfieri, the Italian woodchopper.who 
was blown away last Monday by the wind­ 
storm on Hood’s mountain, was fonnd this 
afternoon. It was impaled on the branches 
of an oak tree that stood about 1,000 yards 
distant from the spot where the wind 
struck the men. 
One Year at San Q uentin. 
Los A ngeles, November 25th.—Wayne 
Wheeling, convicted of manslaughter in 
killing William Tweeny in Antelope val­ 
ley, this county, last July, was to-day sen­ 
tenced to one year in San Quentin. The 
evidence showed that Tweeny was the ag­ 
gressor and invited his own fate. 
Rem oved to San Francisco. 
N apa, November 25th.—Charles Marvin 
and Orrin A. Hickok this afternoon re­ 
moved Sunol, Palo Alto, Stamboul, Phallas, 
Adonis and other horses from the Napa 
track to San Francisco. Marvin says the 
Napa track cannot be again this fall got 
into shape for record racing.

STRIKING COMPARISONS. 
Plain Talk to tile People of Yolo 
County. 
At the reception tendered the National 
Grange at Woodland on Saturday evening 
last, W illiam H. Mills, General Land 
Agent of the Central Pacific Railroad, was 
the principal speaker, and he told the peo­ 
ple of Yo'io county some wholesome truths. 
The following synopsis of his remarks is 
taken from the Woodland Mail of Sunday 
morning: 
W. H. Mills, the speakerof the evening, 
was then introduced. Although the hour 
was late aud ihe speaker labored under the 
embarrassment of a consciousness of I hat 
fact, he spoke with a masterly command of 
his 
subject 
matter, and held the 
close aud 
pleased attention of all 
intelligent auditors for fully an hour. Mr. 
Mills had originally been invited to ad- 
drtssthe Business Men’s Association, and 
at a late day had been informed that he 
would be called upon to speak to the mem­ 
bers of the National Grange. The speaker 
made a brilliant success in his effort to 
entertain aud instruct his dual audience. 
No attempt will be made here to make a 
report of his logical and scholarly speech, 
and the following rapid resume of its main 
points conveys an inadequate idea of its 
depth and scope. 
There is hope for that community in 
which the business men are found alive to 
its needs. 
When the business men or­ 
ganize for the common- good, something 
effectual will be accomplished. It is a 
serious fault in our American society that 
the business men do not manifest tbe in­ 
terest they ought to feel in public sffairs. 
In all our large cities the business men as a 
class neglect their duties of citizenship, 
and permit the municipal government to 
tall into the hands of the venal element. 
The purpose of the speaker was to discuss 
community growth. 
He once saw a rare 
and beautiful painting that had left its 
lasting impression upon his mind. It was 
of a forest. In the foreground was a cabin 
and in its doorway sat a frontiersman in 
hunter's garb. The twilight shadows were 
deepening, and as the smoke curled up­ 
ward from the hunter’s pipe, he raised his 
eyes following the smoke to the tops of the 
trees, and there his gaze rested dreamily on 
a phantom city with all its proud appoint­ 
ments aud adornments. The painting was 
named "The Pioneer’s Dream.” 
The city 
hovered over the pioneer’s head in a rev­ 
erie as it has hovered over all American 
communities in pleasant anticipations. It 
is a dream in which Woodland perhaps is 
lulling itself even now ; and as long as she 
dreams, and merely dreams, her hopes will 
prove as evanascent aud as insubstantial as 
the smoke that floated the pioneer city. 
Community progress is of inward growth— 
a development of natural resources by local 
capital and enterprise. 
The speaker here instituted a striking 
comparison between Fresno and Yolo. 
When the visiting Patrons had come to 
Fresno they would find as beautiful a pic­ 
ture as was ever laid out under the sun. 
They would find there a vigorous bustling 
city of 30,000 people and miles upon miles 
of orchard and vineyard environing it. 
They would find a climate not more salu­ 
brious—they would find a soil not more 
fertile than blesses Yolo county. The 
speaker would remind the guests of the 
evening that they were now in the very 
heart of the very liohest portion of Califor­ 
nia. The soil of Yolo county in its pro­ 
ductiveness rivals that of the most favored 
sections. If gathered together the fruits of 
this soil would represent every zone. The 
date, the fig, the peach, the apricot, the 
prune, and every manner of deciduous and 
vinous fruit luxuriated in this soil. Here 
the orange ripened from six toeigbts weeks 
earlier than in Southern California. Will 
our visitors realize when they look upon 
the beautilul city of Fresno that when a 
sheep ranch covered its present site, Wood­ 
land was a young city of 2,500 inhabitants? 
When told that while the lands adjacent to 
that city were on the market at $2 50 per 
acre, lands in the neighborhood of Wood­ 
land was selling for $100 per acre, what 
would they think ? As to climate and soil 
Fresno claims no advantage over Yolo, 
while as to transportation facilities it costs 
her more to reach the markets of the 
worid. Whence, then, arises this differ­ 
ence in the prosperity of the two places ? 
Why is it that Fresno lands command 
comparatively twice the price put upon 
lands here, which years ago were held at 
$100, while those there could be had for 
$2 50 an acre? Must we not seek for an 
answer to these questions in the difference 
in the spirit of enterprise in the two com­ 
munities? 
The speaker then took up the subject of 
irrigation and spoke of the grand possibil­ 
ities contemplated by the scheme of using 
Clear Lake as a mighty reservoir for an ir­ 
rigation system that wonld cover Yolo, Co­ 
lusa and Solano counties. Merced people 
had spent $3,200,000 in the work ef form­ 
ing Lake Yosemite, by which they propose 
to store water for irrigation. It would 
barely take $25,000 to put the waters of 
Clear Lake under perfect control for irri­ 
gating purposes, and make them available 
for 150 times the supply of water that the 
Merced system affords. 
Suppose Clear Lake had been located in 
some of the southern counties. Do you 
not think that long before this an enter­ 
prising people would have availed them­ 
selves of the inestimable blessings it offers 
for the taking? This beautiful body of 
water is too near us to be appreciated. The 
speaker asked, have you in Woodland a 
public library ? It is only in these mod­ 
ern days that the wealth of a rich ami 
boundless literature is placed within the 
reach of the masses. Remember that cul­ 
ture and the adornments of refined society 
increase property values and insure the per­ 
manency of the community. 
Have you a park? Have you laid out 
public gardens ? Have you explored the 
earth beneath you for Datural gas and 
artesian water? 
Tbe speaker maintained that it was the 
duty of every business man to identify 
himself permanently with the town which 
supported him by its trade. 
He next referred to the anomalous fact 
that land values in California do not pre­ 
serve that ratio to density of population 
which is the common rule. By cheap and 
rapid transit new relations between widely- 
separated countries had been brought 
about. At the beginning of the century 
the distance between New York and Liver­ 
pool was 3,000 miles. Now that distance is 
practically 200 miles. Then it took sixty 
days and $100 to make the passage ; now 
the trip requires eight days and $8. Hence 
the new relation which easy and quick 
transportation has established brings the 
climate of distant lands into close comne- 
tition. By this means the climate and the 
cheap facilities of one country are exported 
to another. 
In Belginm the average production per 
laborer is thirty bushels, while ia Califor­ 
nia it is 2,000 bushels. Herein is a com­ 
parison which discovers California's im­ 
mense advantage, and reveals why it is that 
our lands are valuable because production 
is abundant and cheap. The valley of the 
Po contains 2 000 square miles less than 
the Sacramento valley. Yet the popula­ 
tion of the former is 9,000,000. ana of the 
latter barely 200,000. What an empire 
might this valley be if the soil was culti­ 
vated with the fidelity which enables 9,000,­ 
000 people to maintain themselves prosper­ 
ously upo» 2.000 square miles less than is 
cultivated by 200,Ooo of us. 
In conclusion. Mr. Mills paid an eloquent 
tribute to tbe Patrons, and in beautiful pe­ 
riods suggested lofty and patriotic senti­ 
ments, evoking at once a response of noble 
emotions and a burst of applause that 
seemed to cease with reluctance.

SILVER COINAGE. 
Views of a New York Hank President 
on tbe Silver Question. 
W ashington. November 25th.—An inter­ 
view with Williau B. St. John, President of 
tbe Mercantile National Bank at New York, 
contains some remarkable statements, in 
view of the Eastern opposition to the coin­ 
age of silver. He proposes to increase the 
coinage of silver, and Bays: "The subject 
is in a nutshell, if I interpret the existing 
laws correctly. 
“I merely propose to enhance the price 
of silver by doubling the monthly invest­ 
ment of the Government for coinage and 
using one-half the coin resulting to fulfill 
the promise of the United Staie3 by re­ 
deeming the legal tender notes in coin.” 
This view, as coming from an Eistern 
monetary authority, has been greatly 
criticised by Wall-street people, but shows 
tbe growing sentiment in favor of silver 
coinage.

TOM REED OF MAINE. 
He Still Thinks That H is Chances for 
Speaker are Good. 
W ashington, 
November 25th.—Very 
little has developed in the Speakership 
fight to-day. The representatives of the 
new States held meetings to day, but de­ 
cided upon no particular course. It is 
generally conceded that three of the Con­ 
gressmen will vote for McKinley. Carter 
of Montana is for Reed and another is un­ 
certain. Hermann of Oregoa is thought to 
be for Reed. McKinley has gained strength 
through the day, but Reed is greatly en­ 
couraged. 
In an interview to-day President Reed 
said, while summing up the Speakership 
contest as viewed from his standpoint; 
"The situation is the same practically as it 
was when Congress adjourned last month 
with this exception—New York and Penn­ 
sylvania will give me more votes than they 
would have then. 
1 would like to correct 
a missapprebension which has gone 
abroad from Eastern quarters with refer­ 
ence to the New York delegation. 
List 
spriDg the delegation met and talked over 
the question of who should be the next 
Speaker. It was suggested that for pur­ 
poses of their own, and in which I had no 
concern, that the entire delegation should 
vote as a unit upon the ascertainment of 
the wishes of the majority. 
“Then the statement was made that it 
was clearly evident that I had a majority. 
When it was decided to make it two-thirds, 
no attempt was made to coerce any body. 
1 had absolutely nothing to do with it, and 
it is a mistake to assume or intimate that I 
had."Now, as far as my condition is con­ 
cerned, I stand on somewhat different 
ground from any competitor. When l we.s 
first nominated for the Speakership the 
honor came to me entirely unsolicited. 
During the' canvass I never approached a 
single member on the subject. I went so far 
that I never asked even the members of 
the Maine delegation tovote for me. When 
questioned about the Speakership, my re­ 
ply was that if the Republican party 
wanted me to be its candidate I would feel 
honored. I say that now ; but my posi­ 
tion, as I said, is different from the other 
candidates. If it is deemed best to elect 
another, there mnst be some reasons why I 
was not chosen. 
These reasons must 
necessarily be derogatory to me. and that 
of course I am not willing to stand with­ 
out doirg all I can to avoid it. 
"The Speakership will not be a bed of 
roses by any means. The Republican ma­ 
jority will have to be a majority over a 
quorum, for working purposes only 
amounts to five, and against it will be 
massed the powerful and astute minority, 
with many of them from the South with 
no responsible constituencies behind them. 
It will be a most difficult position to fill, 
but if elected I will endeavor to perform its 
duties to the best of my understanding and 
ability. I see no reason to doubt my 
election.” 
AN AMALGAMATION. 
Proposed Fusion of K nights of Labor 
and Farm ers' A lliance. 
N ew Y ork, November 25:h.—A Georgia 
correspondent, speaking of the proposed 
uniting of the Knights of Labor and the 
Farmers' Alliance, says : “1 have talked 
with Powderly and other members of the 
Knights of Labor, as well as with Colonel 
Livingston, President of the Georgia State 
Alliance, and find that they have pretty 
well come to the conclusion that the prin­ 
ciples of the two organizations are very 
near identical, and that while there may 
not be a complete merging of the two into 
one, there is almost certain to be a federa­ 
tion which will provide for an offensive 
and defensive alliance to secure concen­ 
trated action in all matters of common in­ 
terest. 
“The magnitude and importance of this 
step you will at once see when you take 
into consideration that the Knights, on 
November 1st, numbered 250,000 members, 
while the A’liiance has an organization in 
every State south of New Y ork,-except 
Pennsylvania; in the Western and North­ 
western States, with hardly an exception, 
and is spreading into New England and to 
the Pacific Coa3t. It has a membership in 
the State of Gf orgia alone of 90,000, aud all 
told a membership of upward of 500,000. 
“Tbe Knights believe that if this amalga­ 
mation is accomplished not only will the 
Federation of Labor, with its half million 
or more members, join in. but that other 
labor organizations, like the Brotherhood 
of Locomotive Engineers, will also come 
into the fold. The national organization 
of the Farmers’ Alliance meets in St. 
Louis on December 3d. 


FRATRICIDE AND SUICIDE. 
A M ontana Man M urders H is Father anil 
then K ills H im self. 
B utte (Mont.), November 25th. — A 
frightful tragedy occurred in Anaconda 
Saturday, which was not discovered until 9 
o’clock yesterday morning. It was no less 
than the murder of J. F. Hoffedetz by his 
son, A. F. Hoffedetz, and the subsequent 
suicide of the latter. A. F. Hoffedetz came 
to Anaconda about six years ago and started 
a mattress factory, in which business he 
was tolerably successful. After a couple of 
years he went into the business of keeping 
a second-hand store and furnilure snop, 
and his father assisted him in tbe business. 
Of late trade has been bad, and Hoffedetz 
was in poo' health and despondent. On 
several occasions he had been heard to say 
that lie would make away with himself. 
Last evening he and his father were in the 
shop together, on First street, and acted as 
usual, no trouble appearing to exist be­ 
tween them. The store was closed at the 
usual hour, but the men did not go home. 
The wife of young Hoffedetz was much 
disturbed at their absence and did not go to 
bed, but waited for them all night. This 
morning she went to the shop, but found 
the doors locked. \V. Sparrow forced an 
entrance and found both men on the floor 
with bullet holes through their heads. The 
old gentleman was dead, but tbe son still 
breathed. He is unconscious and his death 
is only a matter of a few hours. The only 
tenable theory is that of temporary insan­ 
ity, as the father and son have always been 
on good terms. 


AMERICAN CONGRESS. 
It May Yet D eckle to Visit the Pacific 
Slope. 
N ew Y ork, November 25th.—M. M. Es- 
tee was seen at the HoffmRn House shortly 
before his departure for Washington. He 
spoke with hope of the likelihood of the 
delegates to the Pan-American Congress 
making a tonr to the Pacific coast by way 
of the Southern States. “It certainly would 
be advantageous to this country and to 
those which the delegates represent if they 
should take the trip,” eaid Mr Estee, “for 
we have a rapidly increasing trade with 
onr Southern neighbors, and our relations 
within a few years are bound to be still 
more intimate. 
“I have seen Mr. Blaine with regard to 
this trip and he looked on it with favor, 
saying that it would prove most interesting 
to the delegates, but of course this is a mat­ 
ter which Mr. Blaine cannot determine. It 
rests entirely with the delegates themselves. 
An unexpended balance in the fund ap­ 
propriated for the nse of the delegutes is 
available for this excursion, not enough, 
however, to completely defray the ex­ 
penses.” 
MONTANA KIDS. 
They Are Having a Hilarious Old Tim e 
at H elena. 
H elena (Mont.), November 25th.—Tbe 
legislative situation is entirely unchanged. 
In the Senate the Repnolican members 
alone answered roll-call, the Democrats all 


being absent as on Saturday. The Repub­ 
lican House, with a quorum—thirty mem­ 
bers—heard the report of the committee to 
wait on the Governor to notify him of their 
organization and to ¡earn his pleasure. 
The Governor returned an answer that 
he conld not recognize the House or hold 
communication with the body, the mem­ 
bers having failed to respect the proclama­ 
tion of Friday, which designated a room 
for them to meet itt other than the one oc­ 
cupied by the body. 
Much merriment followed, and a resolu­ 
tion passed requesting the Governor "not 
to speak as he passed by.” They adjourned 
till Tuesday. 
The Democrats, twenty-nine in number, 
met and organized by making the tempo­ 
rary officers permanent. Tne Governor 
was waited on by the usual committee and 
the body recognized as regular in form, 
after which they adjourned till to-morrow. 
The rumors tonight are that a Demo­ 
cratic Senator who has advised against the 
obstruction will help the Republican mem­ 
bers organize, and not wait on his col­ 
leagues later than Wednesday. 


DR. McGLYNN. 
The? Unfrocked Priest Derides the Pon­ 
tiff at Hom e. 
N ew Y ork, November 25th.—Dr. Mc- 
Glynn is daily showing less deference for 
the Pope, and his talk on the Pontiff’s 
remedy for poverty is especially pro­ 
nounced. He read the address of the Pope 
to the party of 300 French workingmen 
who visited him five weeks ago with de­ 
rision. It taught very had theology, he 
said, and the trouble with the Pope was 
that his eyes were in the back of his head, 
and not in front. 
He was 1,000 years behind the age, 
which, however, was riot to be wondered 
at, as they always selected a Pope who was 
a thousand years old. 
What they wanted 
in Rome was a young Pope, one 35 years of 
age, who would do some smashing—a Pope 
who thought in English. 


NOT A BIT SORRY.

“No, my daughter; you did right,” was 
her reply.

A nnual R eports. 
W ashington, November 25-h —Assistant 
Attorney-General for the Postoffice Depart­ 
ment, Tyner, in his annual report recom­ 
mends among other thingsa radical change 
in the law concerning obscene newspapers 
aud publications, so as to bring all filth and 
indecent publica'ions found in the mails, 
whether published or pretened to be- pub­ 
lished in tbe interest of science or not, 
within the scope of the law. 
The annual report of Superintendent 
McDonald, of the Money Orde- Depart­ 
ment. shows the total gross revenue to be 
$787,804. There remains a net loss for the 
fiscal year of $8 128, so the system was 
nearly se'l'-snstair.ing. The report shows a 
falling off of $52,268 in the postal notes 
issued during the year as compared with 
the year before.

St. Louis. November 25th. — Express 
messenger Oscar Johnson, who arrived 
here th:s evening, said: “I did tbe best I 
conld and saved the company money by 
my action.

Pan-Am erican Congress. 
W ashington, November 25th. — The 
Pan-American Congrqss to day passed 
favorable upon the report of the Committee 
on Credentials, admitting the delegates 
from the Government of Brazil. It then 
elected F. G. Pierri and H. R. Whitehouse 
Secretaries for the foreign and home 
delegates respectively. 
Mr. Pierri is Secretary of the Spanish 
Commercial Union in New York city, 
where be resided for a number of years. 
Mr. Whitehouse is a citizen of New 
York, and at present Secretary of the 
United States Legation at Mexico City. 
The discussion ot the rules was resumed, 
but without finishing them the Conference 
adjourned until Wednesday at 2 r. m. 
Tlie Bell Boy Story. 
B oston (Mass.), November 25*h.—The 
relatives of Arthur Gorman here deny tbe 
story telegraphed from San Francisco to­ 
night that their son had presented the ex­ 
bell hoy. Albert Black, alias G. C. W ill­ 
iams. with $1,060,000. Mr. Gorman has no 
million t > give, ano would not give a dol­ 
lar of it if he could. They say Arthur 
aided tbe young man in the past out of 
gratitude for nursing him when sick, some 
years since, in a Kansas City hofpi. when 
Black was a bell boy, bnt when he forged 
Mr. Gorman’s name last summer they de­ 
clined to have anything further to do with 
him. 
Insane Asylum Bttrne<l. 
B lack soot (Ida.), November 25th.—The 
main Territorial Insane Asylum was 
burned at an early hour Sunday morning. 
Two men are known to have perished, and 
two women and three men are missing. 
Possibly they escaped to town in the con­ 
fusion, but it is feared they were caught in 
the llames. The fire originated in the 
kitchen, and the asylum burned down 
within an hour. Great excitement pre­ 
vailed among the inmates, and the keeper 
had trouble in mustering then). All the 
records were destroyed, but the new addi­ 
tion to the lodges were saved. Loss, $30,­ 
000.

Taylorsville (111.). November 25th.—

Burton withdraws the 
charge of usury aud plaintiff' accepts $330,­ 
000 in payment in full. A receiver has 
been appointed for Barton’s property.

The Brazilian commander declined to 
comply, and the British fort3 and war ships 
remained silent. 
It is probable the Captain of the Bra­ 
zilian ship will make snch representation 
as will call forth an intimation of Eng­ 
land’s attitude with regard to the new 
South American Government from the For 
eign Office.

ITALIAN PARLIAMENT. 
King H um bert Says the Tranquillity of 
Europe is Secure. 
R o m e, November 25th.—The Italian Par­ 
liament was opened to-day by Humbert. 
In his speech the King alluded to the 
smallness of the deficit in the budget and 
said that the Government’s wi>e and 
equitable policy assur-d tranquillity to 
Italy and guaranteed peace which, thanks 
to the concert of great powers, appears to 
be assured to Europe. This utterance was 
greeted with great applause. 
Continuing, the King said that the ques­ 
tions which might disturb the peace had 
not yet all been settled, aud it vcas neces­ 
sary, therefore, without undue demands 
upon the budget, to so continue to provide 
military and naval protection t . Italian 
unity and independence. 
He expressed the hope that the arma­ 
ments which all powers were preparing 
would not be used. Italy, he said, would 
lay down arms in Africa when an interna­ 
tional agreement should have been reached 
guaranteeing to her the very considerable 
possessions she now had in that conti­ 
nent, and recognizing the wide sphere of 
her influence. 
He hoped that he would be enabled to 
promote humanity, in regatd to which 
had been outraged by much barbarity, in 
conclusion. King Humbert said ; "I ahall 
always pursue Ihe work of civilization, 
from which all our advantages arise 
The King was enthusiastically cheered 
on his way to and from Parliament. 
STANLEY AND EMIN. 
The Form er W rites About Their M eeting 
in Africa. 
L ondon, November 25tb.—Mackinuon, 
President ol the Emin Relief Committee, 
has received an answer from Stanley dated 
August 18th. Stanley says that Emin, with 
Selimbria and seven officers and sixty five 
Deople arrived at his camp February 17th. 
Lieutenant Stairs arrived on the IStb with 
his column from Ituri. At the. meeting ou 
the 18th Selimbria, who had retaken Du- 
tile, killing 250 men, stated that they had 
com eto request time to allow the equa­ 
torial troops and tbeir families to assemble 
at Kava'di. Stanley continues : 
“1 explained through Emin Pasha the 
object of my expecition. and offered a 
promise, written in Arabic, to w.:it a 
reasonable time for him to join me The 
deputation replied that my offer was satis­ 
factory. They said they would proceed di­ 
rectly to W adelaiand proclaim it and com­ 
mence the work of transportation. They 
started for Wadelai on the 20,h. Emin re­ 
turned on the 27¡h with his little daughter 
and a caravan ot 144 men. He ard I 
agreed that twenty days was a reasonable 
time. A moutn after Selin's departure 
letters arrived from him announcing that 
the rebel officers and everybody were unan­ 
imously in favor of departing for Egypt 
under my escort.”

George H. Pendleton, of Ohio, Kx-Min­ 
ister to Germany, D ead. 
B ru ssels, November 25:h.—G eorge H. 
Pendleton, ex-Minister to Germany, died 
to-day.

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THE 
CONSTITUTIONAL 
AMENDMENT 
AND CITY CHARTERS. 


O ut of the public debate of the proposed 
constitutional amendment to be voted upon 
in a few months, we may hope for much 
enlightenm ent of the public upon consti­ 
tutional law. 
O ur evening contemporary, 
responding to the recital of facts in yester­ 
day’s R e c o r d - U n io n , disingenuously de­ 
fends by saying th at if there is confusion 
in its reasoning, it is due not to it, but to 
the language of the Constitution. 
T hat is 
precisely what we have contended—that 
this is an involved question. 
Subm it the question to-day to a group of 
average voters who must pass upon it at 
th e polls presently, and there will be a di­ 
vision of opinion as to w hether the words 
declaring th at a city charter shall super­ 
sede “all” laws inconsistent w ith it, re­ 
moves th e charter from the operation of 
laws passed subsequent to the ratification of 
th e charter. 
T he question will at once 
arise in every lay m ind, “If the Constitu­ 
tion means to withdraw the operation of 
subsequent laws, why does it not say so in 
so many words?” 
A nd to make it read to th a t end was 
th e proposition of the R e c o r d - U n io n , 
since between the reasoning th at the only 
means of apaendfing the charter provided 
excludes tbe operation of general laws, 
and the provision that all special laws in ­ 
consistent with the charter are made in­ 
operative as to it, there is confusion in the 
lay mind. 
I t will suggest itself, also, to 
th e layman th at the proposition of the 
Legislature to amend the Constitution in 
1890, by striking out “special laws” and in­ 
serting “all laws,” was due to a legislative 
belief that as it stands the Constitution is 
not clear. 
Our contemporary says: 
If th e proposition of th e R ecord-Union is ten ­ 
able, an d th a t an am endm ent be m ade to the 
C onstitution inserting th e words " a ll law s” in 
place of th e word "special," such provision 
would not aifect any general law passed alter 
th e adoption of any charter, because if th e rule 
holds th a t subsequent general laws control, 
th en this am endm ent w ould count for naught. 
I t is not a “proposition” of the R e c o r d - 


U n io n — it is a proposition of the late 
Legislature. 
W ith us it was a doubt, 
and hence our idea th at all doubt should 
be cleared away by positive and unm is­ 
takable expression, in plain Anglo-Saxon, 
th at the State laws of the past and of the 
future shall not affect city charters—pro­ 
vided, always, th at th e people are pre­ 
pared to set cities off as independencies, 
a scheme th at in New Y ork proved dis­ 
astrous and was abandoned. 


OUT OF AFRICA. 


There now remain no doubts whatever 
o f the safety of Stanley, Em in Pasha and 
D r. Peters. They are now sufficiently near 
to the line of the G erm an settlem ents on 
th e Zanzibar coast to remove them from 
all danger. 
Stanley’s latest letter is a re­ 
cital of privation, illness, battle and dis­ 
covery. 
The great end of his fearful 
march from the Congo has been accom­ 
plished, and Em in Pasha and his party 
rescued from peril of a character th at it 
will be fool-hardy to again court single­ 
handed. 
The conquest of Central Africa 
to civilization and commerce, the over­ 
throw of the slavers and the subjection of 
savage tribes, are not again to be under­ 
taken by any one man, w ith such ineffi­ 
cient support as Egyptian troops. 
The 
n ext move to open up the dark places of 
A frica must be made upon a purely m ili­ 
tary basis, and conducted by such a force 
as will be able to fortify and keep open 
safe lines of communication with the base 
of supply and reinforcement. 
There were 
those of the English and Belgian Geo­ 
graphical Societies, as well as English 
officers, and officers of the K hedive’s Gov­ 
ernm ent, who held from the outset th at 
Em in Pasha could not, w ith his handful 
of Europeans and the Egyptian and native 
forces at his command, hold the provinces 
over which he was appointed Governor- 
G eneral, to loyalty to the K hedive. T heir 
doubts and fears have been realized, and 
after ten years of struggle th e territory so 
long occupied by the courageous A ustrian 
is again yielded to the rebels, and the 
northern route for the slave traders i 
reopened.

INSTITUTE. 


ONE HUNDRED AND SIXTY-EIGHT AN­ 
SWER TO ROLL CALL.

Miss Grace Dixon rendered a fine instru­ 
m ental solo and was warmly applauded. 
M ayor Gregory not being present, the ad­ 
dress of welcome was delivered by Hon. 
Ira G. Hoitt, State Superintendent. 
He 
explained the uses of the Institute, urged 
promptness ot attendance upon the teach­ 
ers, and that each should individually re­ 
solve to help m ake the present the best 
ever held here. H e spoke of other County 
Institutes which he had attended this year, 
and tbe awakened intertst in educational 
development perceptible all over the State. 
The teacher’s rank in building the char­ 
acter of the coming generation is next to 
that of the parent. 
H e is largely responsi­ 
ble for the place in citizenship of those un­ 
der his charge, and should feel that this 
was the case. Teachers should make tbe 
school-rootn so attractive that the pupils 
would gladly come and gladly stay. 
He 
congratulated the Superintendent on secur­ 
ing Professor Monroe as conductor. 
Professor H oitt was followed by City Su­ 
perintendent Beard, who made the follow­ 
ing address; 
Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen: Once 
m ore 1 have the pleasure and th e honor to 
w elcom e you in m y official capacity. 
Two yea’is have passed since last I saw you 
here, w hich years have heen especially m arked 
by th e decided progress o fo u i county a n d city's 
educational affairs. 
Looking as 1 do upon the educational staff of 
Sacram ento county’s district schools as the fond 
nursery w here m any of our city’s best educators 
have w on th eir first spurs, 1 w elcom e you w ith 
the sam e spirit of cordial friendship, svm pathy 
and appreciation th at it is my- pleasant duty to 
extend to th e city teachers u nder m y m ore im ­ 
m ediate care. 
T he law directing the holding of Teachers' 
Institutes in th e various counties of th e State is 
a wise an d beneficial one, no m atter w hat the 
occasional adverse criticism on Institutes m ay 
h av eb eeu . We gather strength and com fort in 
these m eetings. 
W hen view ing the ever in ­ 
creasing array of professional teachers, w e see 
th a t our w ork is th u s gradually an d surely- 
spreading, and recognized by th e people as th e 
iom idation on w hich rests the perpetuity of our 
Republic. We tak e a n atu ral pride an d feel a 
justifiable exultation in being w orkers in the 
most im portant institution of the w hole country 
as is th e public school. 
It is not am iss to refer in th is place an d at 
this tim e to th e aim s and th e policy th a t durin g 
my incum bency I have tried to im print upon 
the conduct of th e affairs of our city schools. 
01 all the avocations th a t in the course o f busy- 
lile I followed, th e duties o f this office, I m ust 
confess, have given m e th a t pleasure an d th a t 
'ratification th a t is th e concom itant of love. 
iVhile not a professional teacher m yself, I have 
constantly tried, w hile in office, ever to be a 
w orthy colleague of yours, w ho considered it 
not alone his official duty but his personal obli­ 
gation to be of service to his fellow -teachers 
and to sm ooth, w herever consistent w ith p rin ­ 
ciple and duty, their, at best, not over-even 
path. 
R ew arded as I have already been by having 
assigned me by th e people w orx o f such con- 
eniality to m y taste, yet has your courtesy and 
indness—nay, even forbearance at 
tim es— 
m ade m y official w ork a labor of love. 
Ladies* and gentlem en, m any are the m eetings 
th a t are to follow th is one of the year 1889. 
M any w ill be the new faces th at w ill join your 
ranks and w ider w ill grow those halls th at are 
to hold your num ber. I shall be w ith you as 
truly a n d sincerely in spirit, even if no longer 
intrusted by the people w ith w hat has beeu to 
m e th e pleasantest duty of m y life—the adm in­ 
istration of th e city's public schools. 
The Institute then adjourned to section 
work, being divided into sections A, B and 
C, Professor W. 8. Monroe taking the sub­ 
ject of num ber and form, Joseph W. Jo h n ­ 
son arithm etic and Mrs. É. B. Parnell his­ 
tory. 
Mrs. Purnell spoke of the importance of 
history as a study in shaping the intelli­ 
gence of the children and upon their future 
citizenship. 
It is co-relative with geogra­ 
phy, as with literature. Little advance­ 
ment can be made in either without im bib­ 
ing some knowledge of history. The in­ 
ductive method is largely followed. Prom ­ 
inent and salient points are used, to which 
facts dependent upon them are fastened, 
and the receptive m ind gradually amasses 
a fund of historical knowledge. But we 
should not endeavor to load the m ind with 
too m uch. 
She elucidated a general plan from a few 
facts about the m ound builders, and the 
discovery by Columbus, down through the 
colonial period to and through tbe consti­ 
tutional period to the present time. 
It is not so im portant in itself that the 
children should learn that certain men 
have lived, as it is that they should under­ 
stand the influence that their lives and 
actions exerted on our country’s attain­ 
m ents and destiny. 
The scenes of the revolution, as well as 
of tbe civil war, could be made by the 
teacher a reality to the pupil. The differ­ 
ent events form so m any links in the 
chain, and history, whether our own or 
that of other countries, repeats itself. 
Lessons committed verbatim are not 
nearly so effective as that the child should 
grasp the idea and express it in its own 
language. Gems of poetry delineating his­ 
torical events are very effective adjuncts. 
Mr. Johnson gave a practical illustration 
of teaching square root, taking a class of 
pupils who had had no previous instruc­ 
tion. 
Professor Munroe explained to the sec­ 
tions bis method of teaching nnrnber and 
form. They belong to the primary grades, 
and require teachers fitted for the work to 
teach them successfully. The wisest plan 
places the most experienced teachers and 
those best qualified over the prim ary grades, 
and the sentiment is gaining ground, and 
rightly, that such teachers should receive 
as good compensation as those teaching 
tbe higher grades. A good grammar-school 
teacher may be a very poor prim ary teacher. 
Arithm etic is a valuable mind-developer. 
W ere it not so it would be better to defer it 
until the child was twelve years old, when 
it would learn much more readily. N um ­ 
ber m ust be learned by the contemplation 
and the use of objects, not by tbe old 
method of symbols. 
At the same time the 
child m ust be taught to associate the sym­ 
bol with tbe object as a definite quantity. 
The ability to count a thousand does not 
im ply that tbe child has a clear perception 
of num ber. The object should be used 
until the child shows ability to m entally 
associate the object with the symbol which 
is given him —that is, that when the num ­ 
ber three is named, its m ind may present 
to it a picture of three definite objects. The 
best teachers teach during the first year the 
properties of num bers only as high as ten, 
or, at the most, twelve. Those who try to 
do more do not succeed in having the class 
get a thorough knowledge of the combina­ 
tions of numbers. 
We have too mnch carelesr black-board 
work, and teachers who set the example by 
being careless are to blame. Pupils are im i­ 
tative, and copy the omissions of 
the 
teacher in their own work. 
AFTERNOON SESSION. 
The Institute reconvened at 1:30 p. m.. 
Professor H ow ard in the chair, all the 
members present, as well as a large num ­ 
ber of D is'rict 8chool Trustees and others 
interested in the cause o f education. 
After roll-call Miss Lillie Crowell ren­ 
dered a piano solo in splendid style. 
Miss Grace Bowen, the teacher of the 
H ighland School District, read the follow­ 
ing essay on "The Ingenuity of Sehool 
C hildren,” 
which 
was 
frequently 
ap­ 
plauded : 
•‘D elightful task ! to rear to e ten d er th o u g h t; 
To teach the young idea how to sh o o t; 
To p our th e fresh instruction o’er th e m ind. 
To breathe the enlivening spirit an d to fix 
The generous purpose in th e glow ing breast.” 
Yes, it is a "d elightful task,” to w atch the 
gradual untolding of th e ch ild 's m ind, w hich, 
like the rose, shows only the half-form ed, im ­ 
perfect petals at first; bu t little by little, these 
unfold and expand, u n til th e perfect flower. In 
all its splendor breaks f .rth . to add its share o f 
adornm ent to th e w orld's garden. 
T obe successtul. a teacher m ust be able, not 
only to Instruct children, bu t in tu rn , to receive 
m any suggestions from them In regard ¡o th eir 
individuality. 
The great success o f Pestalozzi, 
Froebel and other em inent educators, was the 
direct result of a system atized observation of 
child-nature. No two children have disposi­ 
tions alike, each child has its own character­ 
istic trails, an d there is no better w ay oí finding 
out these, th an to notice how th e child puts in 


I his tim e betw een recitations; th en his tu rn ot 
I m ind, w hether it be studious, inventive, a r­ 
tistic or otherw ise, will be noticed. 
Every child possesses a certain am ount ol in­ 
genuity, and ingenuity is a form of genius; Mt~ 
nervalike, it spriugs from the brain m atured, 
and tuily equipped for conquest. W eareo tten 
puzzled to account for th e precocity o f some 
children, and can only say w ith Em erson, “ N a­ 
tu re is full of treaks, and now puls an old head 
on young shoulders, and then, a young h eart 
bealiDg u n d er fourscore w inters." 
M uch nas been said an d w ritten about th e 
rem arkable aptness o f ctiildhood; how th e self­ 
tau g h t Sebastian electrified th e great M urillo 
by his w onderful skill iu painting; how the lit­ 
tle Alfred Tennyson, w hen left alone, am used 
him self by w riting verses, w hich were said to 
possess considerable m erit. These were rare 
exam ples ol genius, th e highest lorm of ingenu­ 
ity; but it is in e ingenious urch in found in the 
ordinary school room th a t should claim some 
notice. 
H istory relates to us th e clever m an n er in 
w hich ¡Sir W alter Scott, w hen a school boy. won 
th e coveted position as head of the spelling 
class, 
lie noticed th at th e boy who invariably 
held th a t place, alw ays, w hen reciting, held 
last to a convenient button of his waistcoat. 
A cting upon th is suggestion, the quick-w itted 
Sir W alter slyly cut oil ihe m agic button, and so 
won tbe desired place, for th e youth, findiDg his 
favorite stronghold gone, becam e confused, 
m issed the word au d resigned his laurels. 
I t was ju st th&Ringenious m aim er of putting 
this and th a t together w hich enabled Sir W alter 
Scott to com pile so m any beautiful prose works, 
an d charm ing poems. T hat faculty of m inute 
observation has pictured to our im agination, 
"each crag and knoll,” each “ purple peak an d 
flinty spire" of Scotland's m ountain scenery. 
In our own .schools there is alw ays one w no is 
thus rarely gifted; som etim es there is m ore 
th an one, but generally one genius is all th a t 
au ordinary sehool can support. It is he w ho is 
alw ays into m ischief, and yet he can never be 
accused of violating a rule. 
If there is a spe­ 
cial penalty to be paid for com m unicating, th is 
young schem er will m anage to borrow all the 
knives, books, and slate pencils th a t he w ants 
by a species of pantom im e. 
(It is one of our 
duties to teach gestures, therefore we cannot 
punish if our instruction has been too thorough­ 
ly exem plified.) 
I t is th at p articu lar urchin who w ill smuggle 
a story book, alw ays containing pictures, to his 
desk, then if he is caught reading, innocently 
affirms th a t it was th e pictures and not th e 
story w hich form ed th e attraction. 
It is strange w hat a philosophical tu rn of 
m ind this .-qiccimeii of ingenuity possesses. The 
pin-w heelaud m iniature w ind m ill having been 
constructed, the young enthusiast spends m uch 
precious tim e trying to devise m eans of p er­ 
petual m otion, by w bieh th e w heels m ay go 
round and still allow him to gaze upon his 
books; or perhaps w ith spool and string he cal­ 
culates th e tim e tb at will elapse before the cen­ 
trifugal will overcome the c e n tn je ta l force, 
thus converting th e 6pool into a projectile w hich 
is apt to be hindered in its flight through space 
by th e unoffending ear o f the teacher. 
When not engaged in experimental ph ilosophy 
ot this kind the young hopeful turns his thoughts 
to inventions of various Kinds , steam engines, 
made of impossible materials, adorn his desk : 
handkerchief dolls, chalk pigs aud the head­ 
less horse occupy a conspicuous place among 
his treasures. 1 his latter invention consists of 
au ordinary rubber eraser properly appendaged 
with pen-points. 
1 w ill m ention another instance of ingenious 
m akeshift practiced by th is lad w hich w ell il­ 
lustrates the aphorism , "Necessity is the m o th er 
of invention. 
Desiring 
a rubber band to 
fasten some com positions. I called upon the 
class to furnish the wished-for article; as no one 
volunteered to supply it, I was trying to find a 
piece of string w hich would answ er the p u r­ 
pose w hen 1 noticed “ th at boy" tugging aw ay 
at a refractory suspender. 
“ W hat are you do­ 
ing, Charley.’” I asked. “Oh, I am only getting 
you a piece of rubber,” he generously replied. 
Som etim es th is p aiticu lar genius is assisted 
in his inventions by th e entire school, espec 
ially w hen there is iu dem and a new m ethod of 
creating am usem ent. 
To illu stra te : 
Early one afternoon au u n ­ 
usual confusion was created in m y school, and 
as there was a great deal of laughing done, I 
m ade 
an 
im m ediate 
investigation, 
and 
found a 
num ber of grasshoppers 
jum ping 
about tb e room in a lively m auner. Not know ­ 
ing w here they cam e from. I swept them out 
an d hoped for quiet. Soon, how ever, m y hopes 
sa n k ; another invasion filled th e room, am i 
"full well they laughed w ith counterfeited 
glee.” 
Disposing of these as before, 1 fastened 
th e low er windows and was again com posing 
myself, w hen a th ird reinforcem ent appeared, 
som ew hat arousing my suspicions. 
A rapid 
search disclosed no less than four slate pencil 
boxes and one bottle full of the hoppers ready 
to be liberated. 
This little incident convinced m e th a t ento­ 
mology was a m ost interesting study, an d th a t 
m y pupils had taaen a sudden fancy to it. 
All children are endow ed w ith a great love of 
art, aud th e happy faculty ol converting an 
artistic and really beautitul object into some 
other, perhaps not so artistic, but infinitely 
m ore pleasing to th e child. I observed this 
aptness w hen I undertook to illustrate the 
m inor principles ot geom etry. A newly-com- 
F 
leted circle adorned the Isjard. 
For a m om ent 
tu rn ed my attention to some other m atter, 
when a suppressed titter ran around the loom . 
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B eh o ld ! two im m ense feet had sprung m ysteri­ 
ously from th e circle, great eyes beam ed from 
th e interior, w hile tbe young artist proudly pro­ 
nounced the caricature a man 
Oh, those trying children! M atthew A rnold 
says, “T hat they are very m uch w hat th e ir 
teachers m ake them .” If th a t is true (and I 
th in k it is to some extent) then w hat a great 
responsibility rests upon us. 
How m uch tact 
and skill is needed to direct those inquiring 
m inds, aud guide those im pressible natures. 
There is a course lying m idw ay between th at of 
indifferent an d th a t of the over-zealous teacher 
who. like the gardener, anxious for the w ay­ 
w ard sapling to grow into a shapely tree, keeps 
piu n in g aw ay the im perfect twigs u n til all Its 
vitality is gone. B etter th at the tree should be 
strong an d vigorous w ith a natu ral stren g th , 
th an m ore shapely w ith an artificial sh ap eli­ 
ness. 
The child expects its pet schem es to be 
hum ored, and as a m other’s kiss m ade B enja­ 
m in West a great artist, so th e teacher's sym pa­ 
thies enlisted in b eh alf of th e child an d his 
sm all am usem ents m ay so w in h im th at, in 
alter years, h e w ill say: 
“If, as a teacher, wise, and strong, and good, 
Into my life th en you b ad come th a t day. 
And hade m e listen, as to who should say 
Things grand a id sweet to help m e bear my 
fate, 
F ull w ell I know I had refused to w ait; 
And from your side had darted quick away, 
Not over eager at your feet to lay 
Homage, for w hich all asking com es too late. 
But, listening, you cam e w ith eager eyes. 
Seem ing to bend your head to catch mv thought; 
And straightw ay in m y h eart there did arise 
Things grand and sweet to m eet yours, so in ­ 
w rought 
W ith yours, I know not in the swift surprise 
W hich was th e teacher, w hich th e hum biy 
taught.” 
Thus the aim of ever}' true teacher ought to 
be to so instruct those precious little ones in 
trusted to h er teaching, th at they m ay become 
good and useful m en and women, and 
“As a b ird each lond endearm ent tries 
To tem pt its new-fledged offspring to tbe skies, 
To try each a it, reprove each dull delay, 
A llure to brighter worlds an d lead the w ay.” 
Superintendent H oitt next took tip the 
subject of “Relation of Trustees and School 
Officers to the Public Schools.” 
H e said 
the Trustees, patrons of the schools and 
the teachers should know each other better 
and act in harmony. H e said he noticed 
in the audience a num ber of Trustees from 
county school districts—men who had left 
their plow and farm labors to take part in 
the exercises of the insiltute. They were 
to be praised lor their zeal in endeavoring 
to advance educational interests, and he 
proposed that the institute give them three 
cheers by the clapping of hands, which 
was done. 
When the Trustees came to 
know the ttachers and pupils better theie 
will be better schools. 
H e said that some 
people who knew of none of the benefits 
of these gatherings of teachers had called 
them m utual admiration societies. They 
certainly would change their opinions if 
they would attend a single session. 
He 
called upon the Trustees who were present 
for remarks. 
Responses were made by the following, 
all of which were interestingand entertain­ 
ing: Joseph Heintz, San Juan District; A l­ 
bert Coffman, Elk Grove; Jacob Broder, 
Natoma; David Reese, Florin; Christian 
Benedix, Franklin, and Mrs. J. E. Butler, 
W hite Rock. 
The last-named Trustee, a lady who lives 
at W hite Rock, said they had an excellent 
teacher, Miss Edith Sm ith, and that every 
census child in the district attended school 
regularly, which, perhaps, cannot be said 
of any other d strict in the county. 
Mr. BodeD, of Mormon Island, spoke for 
half an hour. 
He is considerable of an 
orator, and paced up and down, the center 
of the room, narrating all the troubles of 
his district for the past decade to the 
am usem ent of all present. 
He thinks 
teachers are paid high, and be does not be­ 
lieve in the observance of holidays and the 
attendance of teachers to Country Districts 
or County Institutes. 
He claimed they 
drew salaries for those daya and rendered 
no equivalent. He said the teachers should 
waive every holiday, and waive their three 
days at the Institute. Daring vacation they 
ought to get out and labor the same as 
other toilers, and then they would not com­ 
plain at the end ot the year of being out of 
funds 
He closed his speech with several 
propositions to amend tbe school law and 
Penal Code to fit the family rows at Mor­ 
mon Island. 
He 
believes 
the school 
teacher should beatool of the Trustees, and 
the direction of the school in their hands. 
Mr. Boden's remarks were not calculated 
to make anv of the teachers present de- 
siroas of securing a position under the 
Mormon Island School Board. 
Superintendent Borns, ot Placer county, 
made a short address upon the subject of 
the duties of school officers, full of gocd 
suggestions and to the point 
Professor Hoitt said there was a time 
when the teacher "boarded around,” and 
was looked upon as a kind of necessary 
evil. It reminded him of a story be had 
once heard of a farmer who took his three 
sons to a fortune teller. The boys were in ­ 
troduced into tbe room, where they re­ 
mained for quite a while during the tim e 
tbe astrologer was exam ining tbe palm s of 
their bands and consulting the star3, etc. 
W hen 
they emerged 
the foreteller ot 
future events said the news he bad to con­ 
vey was rather discouraging. “Y our first 
son will be a murderer, your second a great 
liar and your third a public pauper.” The 
old farm er felt badly and remarked tbat 
the prospect was a sad one. “Not so sad 
after all,” rem arked the seer; “ make of tbe 
first a doctor, of the second a lawyei and of 
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fhe third a school teacher, and they will 
grow up in their professions.” 
Those days are passed when the teacher 
was looked down upon, and to-day they 
are considered the leaders in the building 
up of tbe State and nation and of the 
m olding of character. 
The rem ainder of the afternoon session 
was occupied by Professor W . S. Monroe of 
Pasadena in an able and interesting lecture 
on discipline. 


EVENING SOCIAL. 
In the evening the teachers and their 
friends, to the num ber of about 200, came 
together at the Congregational Church for 
a social reunion. 
A short musical programme, a comical 
composite declamation, and some very 
am nsiug charades, under the m anagement 
of Professor Monroe, preceded the informal 
association of the teachers in chat and 
laughter. The quartet by Miss Lida Clinch, 
Mrs. B. F. Howard, Richard Cohen and 
Harry Carroll was much applauded, as was 
aiso the solo by Miss Clinch. 
Mrs. G. E. 
Brand, as accompanist, was particularly 
satisfactory. 
A violin solo by a charm ing 
young lady of Sacramento added much to 
the pleasure of the occasion. 
A little before 9 o’clock Professor Mon­ 
roe invited every one present to com m uni­ 
cate his name "to his neighbor, his age, 
weight, color of his eyes and hair, name of 
his father and grandfather, and any further 
account of him self that he fonnd con­ 
venient. 
This hum orous invitation re­ 
sulted in an instant breaking of ranks and 
a reforming according to the social drift of 
those present. 
During this period coffee 
and sandwiches were served by a com m it­ 
tee of ladies, who were reminded of the 
Bible saying, “ Let him who would be 
greatest among you be his servant.”

HEELS HOLMDRUP. 


The City Trustees held their regular 
weekly session yesterday. Present—Mayor 
Gregory and Trustees McLaughlin and 
Wolf; E. H. McKee, Clerk. 
The report of the engineer of the Water 
Works showed that during the week 
25,219,000 
gallons 
of water had been 
pumped, the Holly pump running 167 
hours and the Stevens pump 10 hours. 
A remonstrance against the grading of H 
street, from Sixth to Seventh, was presented 
by Edward Short and 
other 
property 
owners on that block, on the ground that 
the expense of grading at this season 
would be excessive, and that the property- 
owners intended to improve next year. 
Referred to the Street Commissioner, to 
report at the next meeting. 
C. A. Luhrs, Felix Tracy, P. E. Platt. F. 
R. Dray, 8. H. Tryon, Dr. Brune and Dr. 
Parkinson appeared before the Board as 
representatives of the Improvement Asso­ 
ciation, in reference to proposed improve­ 
ments in the sewerage system of the south­ 
eastern portion of the city. 
Dr. Parkinson, as spokesman of the 
committee, outlined the changes advocated 
in his report to the Improvement Associa­ 
tion at its last meeting. 
Senator Dray and Dr. Brune also ad­ 
dressed the Board in favor of the Parkin­ 
son report. 
Dr. Brune referred to numer­ 
ous cases of diphtheria that had been 
caused in that part of the city by the foul­ 
ness of the canal. 
He said that families 
had been obliged to sell out their property 
at a sacrifice and remove from there. 
Mayor Gregory said the City Engineer’s 
estimate of the cost of the work recom­ 
mended in the locality mentioned was 
something over $4 400, and the money was 
not on hand to do the work. 
He realized 
the necessity, however, of affording relief 
to the people out that way, and was in 
favor of levying a special tax for the par­ 
póse. 
The Mayor said subsequently that if the 
property-owners out in that vicinity would 
subscribe the money necessary to do the 
work, the Board would include the amount 
in its next tax levy and reimburse them. 
Mr. Dray said he wished it understood 
that it was not the intention to allow any 
slaughter-houses to connect with the pro­ 
posed new sewer. It would probably be 
necessary to have such institutions finally 
removed" beyond the city limits. 
The Mayor said the Trustees had once 
tried to have the slaughter-houses removed 
beyond the city limits, but the Police Court 
overruled the ordinance. If the Improve­ 
ment Association should bring the matter 
formally before the Board of Health, the 
latter body could act formally in the mat­ 
ter. 
Mr. McLaughlin said he was opposed to 
going in debt for this money. 
Dr. Parkinson said it was a nice state of 
affairs to ask people to come here and en­ 
gage in mauufacturing enterprises, and 
then when they do come prohibil them 
from carrying on any business by refusing 
to provide them with sewerage facilities. 
Mr. Luhrs said that an expense of $20,­ 
000 even should not be allowed to stand in 
the way of such a work. People are sick 
and dying from the effects of these sewers, 
and something should be done. 
Senator Dray said that unless something 
were done the people living along the line 
of the open sewer would probably take the 
matter in their own hands and fill up the 
canal íd defense of their lives. 
Mayor Gregory renewed his motion for 
the Trustees to guarantee to levy the neces­ 
sary tax next April, if the property-owners 
would in the meantime have the work 
done. 
Mr. McLaughlin wanted the matter laid 
over * week, and it was laid over tempo­ 
rarily. -/ 
The report made by Doctor Parkinson 
on the subject, and to which reference was 
made in the discussion, is as follows : 
Y our com m ittee has again carefully exam ined 
th e Seventeenth an d Thirty-first street canals, 
a n d finds th a t the conditions obtaining at the 
tim e of its form er report are still the same. 
These canals, or ditches, w ere originally con­ 
structed for the purpose o f surface drainage, 
th e Thirty-first-street canal taking the w ater of 
B urns Slough, w hich used to traverse the south­ 
eastern portion of th e city along th e face of the 
old cross levee, a n d tb e Seventeenth-street canal 
acting as th e outlet ol a brick sew er on the same 
street, running from I to B, w ith a term inal ca­ 
p acity of 41 inches. 
These canals, w hile unattractive in appear­ 
ance, w ould be inodorous and practically h a rm ­ 
less. from a sanitary point of view, w hen carry­ 
ing surface w ater only, and for m any m onths of 
th e year they would be perfectly dry. T he nu i­ 
sances at present existing are caused solely by 
th e discharge into these ditches or th e ir af­ 
fluents oi waste w ater from certain m anuiactur- 
ing establishm ents. In proof of th is it is only 
necessary to exam ine th e Thirty-first-street 
canal betw een K nud L, an d again betw een M 
an d N, below th e point (at M street) w here an 
8-inch rip e discharges into th e canal. 
In th e absence of sew erage iacilities in the 
eastern portion of th e city, the establishm ents 
already referred to m ust continue to m ain tain 
th e existing nuisances or cease 
operations, 
eith er of w hich alternative is undesirable. The 
establishm ent and m aintenance of m anufactur­ 
ing industries in th is city is of th e h ighest im ­ 
portance, an d every facility should be afforded 
cap ital invested or desirous o f investing. 
Your com m ittee therefore recom m end: 
1. T h at th e brewery at T w enty-eighth an d M 
streets be connected w ith the pipe sew er at 
T w entieth and O streets. 
2. T hat the pipe sew er now on the line of R 
street, east o f Seventeenth street, be raised and 
graded, so as to carry it over th e Seventeenth- 
street sew er, and continued w estw ard along R 
street, so as to join the existing sewer at T hir­ 
teen th an d R. 
3. T hat this work be carried ou t at th e earliest 
possible opportunity, an d th a t steps be subse­ 
quently taken to clean out an d regrade both 
th e Thirty-first street an d Seventeenth-street 
canals. 
Y our c o rn n ittee is aw are th a t th is is m ore or 
less a tem porary m easure, an d not a p erm anent 
im provem ent. I t is, how ever, th e readiest and 
m ost econom ic m anner of abating an unsightly 
an d m ost offensive nuisance, and, coupled w ith 
th e arrest of th e other discharges into these 
canals, w ill certainly rem edy th e present condi­ 
tion of affairs. A perm anent system of sew erage 
is not likely to be adopted, or In operation, in 
the im m ediate future. M eanw hile am ple facili­ 
ties have been provided, a n d w hich can u lti­ 
m ately be used w ith advantage in the surface 
drainage of th e neighborhood in w hich they 
have been placed. 
Bids for improving Fifteenth street, from 
H to L, were received from H. C. Ewing 
and Bassett & Tuohey. 
City Treasurer Gerber submitted his 
monthly report for October, which showed 
that the total receipts had been $241,842 22, 
and the disbursements $69.783 44, leaving a 
balance on hand of $172,058 78. 
R. S. Carey appeared before the Board, 
and asked that he be permitted to raise his 
railroad track on O street, from Twelfth to 
Thirteenth. He had graveled the track 
from Fourteenth to Twentieth, because 
there seemed to be no likelihood of the 
property-owners grading the street for 
years to come. 
The matter was, on motion of Trustee 
Wolf, referred to the Street Commissioner, 
with power to act. 
A communication was received from 
Thomas Fox, requesting to be relieved of 
the duty of acting as Clerk of Election in 
the Third Ward. 
J. J. O'Connor was 
elected in his stead. 
An invitation was received for the mem­ 
bers oi the Board to attend the unveiling 
of the Stevens statue on Thanksgiving Day. 
The invitation was accepted. 
Mr. Cat law appeared before the Board, 
and asked for a deed of the cemetery lot 
purchased by him from the former Ceme­ 
tery Superintendent, Arthur Wilson. He 
said he was told the price to be $415. The 
present Superintendent, Mr. Parker, de­ 
manded $465 for the lot, and he wanted to 
know whether or not he was to have the 
property for $415, and whether the Board 
was willing to give him a deed to the prop­ 
erty, as he had paid what was asked for it. 
Sir. Wilson was called by the Board to 
explain the situation. He said that Mr. 
Krone charged Mr. Carlaw $415, deducting 
something from the regular price for walks 
that were to be run throngh the lot. The 
lots were then of different prices. 
Mayor Gregory said he could not give a 
deed for the lot until the full price was 
paid. 
Mr. Wolf thought that Mr. Carlaw had 
acted in good faith and should have his 
deed.

y e s t e r d a y ' s m e e t in g . 
The regular monthly meeting of the 
Board of Trade was held yesterday at Au­ 
burn. Large delegations were in attend­ 
ance from 
Roseville, Rocklin, Pearyn, 
Loomis, Newcastle, Dutch Flat, LincolD 
aud Colfax. 
The trains that arrived between the 
hours of 12 and 2 p. m . brought from these 
localities over one hundred orchardists and 
vinyardists. 
They marched from 
the 
depot down to the city, headed by the 
Newcastle band playing “America,” in front 
of which was a sturdy Granger carrying the 
stars and stripes. They marched through 
the principal streets, and then to the Court 
House, where some three hundred farmers 
had assembled. Many could not get in­ 
side of the building, and the doors and 
windows were occupied by those who de­ 
sired to take part in the proceedings. 
The meeting was called to order by J. P. 
Whitney, the Chairman. After reading the 
minutes of the preceding session the Sec­ 
retary stated that the Board of Trade was 
in debt $250 and the treasury was de­ 
pleted. 
“ Don’t let s. little thing like that bother 
you,” remarked the Chairman, and draw­ 
ing out a blank check-book, made out a 
draft for the full amount and donated it to 
the Board, remarking that pay as you go 
was a good motto. 
Mr. Whitney then suggested that it was 
a good time to hold a Citrus Fair in San 
Francisco. Placer county oranges were 
now ripe, and daily shipments were being 
made, and he thought the citizens of the 
county should have a local pride in pre­ 
senting at the metropolis a citrus exhibit 
that at this season of the year was impos­ 
sible for any other section of the coast and 
equal to anything Florida could produce. 
We have the fruit, and all that is required 
is a little labor aud a few dollars to put it 
in execution. 
He said Placer should also have a fine 
exhibit in “ California on 'Wheels,” put 
there regardless of expense. 
Speaking of Orovtlle, he said Placer 
should also try not to be outdone in their 
exhibit in that town, to be held on the 6th 
of January. It was some two or three 
weeks too late for Placer county, as almost 
the entire crop would be marketed before 
that time. 
Some fifteen or twenty members made 
addresses from the different parts of the 
county, 
maDy having with them speci­ 
mens of oranges, large, ripe and golden in 
color. 
It was finally put to a vote and carried 
that Placer county should hold a citrus 
fair in Platt’s Hall commencing on the 
twelfth of next month, two weeks from 
next Thursday, and for that purpose the 
sum of $7,500 be appropriated. 
It was resolved also that $1,500 be appro­ 
priated for the purpose of putting a display 
of citrus fruits in the fair to be held in 
Oroville, commencing on the 6th day of 
January. 
It was further ordered that the sum of 
$1,000 be used in placing an exhibit in Cal­ 
ifornia on Wheels. 
This looked like a reckless way of ap­ 
propriating money when there was none in 
the treasury, but the cheers that greeted 
the passage of each of the resolutions bore 
evidence ol the fact that the coin would be 
forthcoming. 
A subscription paper was opened and J. 
P. Whitney headed the list with $1,000, 
followed by J. J. Morrison with $500, and 
in less than ten minutes $2,900 bad been 
subscribed by the members of the Board of 
Trade. 
The following Executive Committee was 
appointed to carry out the resolutions 
passed: J. P. Whitney, G. D. Kellogg, J. 
F. Madden, J. J. Morrison, Robert Jones 
and W. B. Gester. 
A soliciting committee of representative 
and wide-awake citizens was appointed 
and they enter upon their duties to-mor­ 
row. They will first go to Truckee where 
the mill men, who manufacture fruit 
boxes and crates, have intimated a desire 
to furnish financial aid. From there they 
will return, stopping at Towles, Dutch 
Flat, Gold Ruu, Colfax, New England 
Mills and Emigrant Gap, after which they 
will take in the fruit-shipping points of 
Newcastle, Penryn, Rocklin, Loomis, Rose­ 
ville and Lincoln. There is no trouble tor 
them to raise the required amount, and 
doable the sum could be obtained it neces­ 
sary. 
THE LATEST BOOM. 
Yesterday there was filed in the Record­ 
er’s office an instrument which adds addi­ 
tional value to all the land in Placer county, 
and also all that portion of Sacramento 
county lying north of the American river. 
It was a boD d for the sale by Mr. Birdsall 
of the Bear River Ditch property to the 
South Yuba Company for $200,000. 
The South Yuba system of canals and 
reservoirs is now owned by an English 
syndicate represented by Mr. SpauldiDg, 
who, with Sir. Birdsall, has signed the 
bond. 
The property of the Bear River Ditch 
Company consists of a series of canals that 
cover the entire divide between the middle 
and north forks of the American river in 
the east and the Bear river in the west. It 
has a limited supply ot water during the 
irrigation season. The South Yuba Com­ 
pany has extensive canals in Placer and 
Nevada counties, and its storage reservoirs 
high up iu the mountains gives them au 
almost limitless supply of clear, pure water. 
Under the new regime all the canals will 
be larger, and by next season 
every 
orcbardist and vineyardist can have water 
in abundance at fair rates. 
The canals will be continued into 8utter 
and Sacramento counties, and clear mount­ 
ain water will be brought to within two 
miles of the limits of the Capital City. 
A gentleman from Auburn last evening, 
a member of the Placer Board of Trade, 
who vouches for the above facts, says that 
everything in Placer county just now bears 
a roseate hue, and the sentiment every­ 
where is to “ put old Placer to the front."

T h e T im e fo r w hich Officer H a r ris W ill 
T ak e a R est. 
The Police Commissioners "met at half­ 
past 1 o’clock yesterday afternoon to hear 
th e argum ents in the case .a of police offi­ 
cers 
Cunningham 
and H arris, against 
w hom charges of m isconduct had been 
m ade. 
Commissioners Gregory, Buckley 
and l.ee were all present. 
City Attorney 
Church appeared as prosecutor, and E. C. 
H art as counsel lor the accused. 
Charles 
T . Jones, H r. H ari's associate, could not be 
present, and H r. H art agreed to have the 
argum ents made, Mr. Jones to have the 
privilege of closing in the evening. 
Mr. H art then asked that th e charges be 
dism issed. 
M ayor Gregory said there appeared tc be 
n o issue as to officer Cunningham , but 
th at there was in officer H arris’ case. 
Mr. H art said it had been contemplated 
to ask to have the inquiry reopened, as cer­ 
tain facta had come to light calculated to 
strengthen the defense, but th at it had fin­ 
ally been concluded to let the m atter drop 
an d not slart a Devf scandal. 
Commissioner Buckley then moved that 
officer C unningham be exonerated, and it 
was so ordered by the unanim ous vote of 
the Board. 
Mr. Church proceeded to argue the case 
against H arris. Som e of the charges, he 
claim ed, had been satisfactorily proven, 
while others had not. But on the whole 
he argued that the accused should be dis­ 
missed from the force. 
Mr. n a r t followed in an eloquent and 
powerful appeal for officer H arris. He de­ 
nounced the character of the testim ony of- 
ie.ed by the prosecution, and declared that 
th e whole thing was the result of a care­ 
fully concocted scheme, backed by the 
w ealth of the Frenchm an Gaston, to bring 
th e accused officers into disgrace and secure 
their dismissal from the force. All this, he 
claimed, was done because they hsd insti­ 
tuted a vigorous regime in the Second and 
¡L street quarters. 
He also apoke in the 
severest term s of officer Harvey, who, he 
•claimed, h ad been guilty of the basest in­ 
gratitude toward officer Harris, after the 
latter had done him a favor in lending him 
m oney to tide over his pressing necessities. 
Mr. H art continued his argum ent until a 
late hour in the 
afternoon, when the 
further hearing was continued u ntil even­ 
in g . 
W hen the Commissioners reassembled 
Charles T. Jones m ade the closing argu­ 
m ent for the defense. 
H e asked the Board 
to discard all sym pathy, prejudice or polit­ 
ical feeling that they m ight have in the 
m atter either way. and judge the defend­ 
ants UDon the merits of the testimony of­ 
fered. 
He called attention to the fact that 
H arris and Cunningham had demanded 
an investigation, immediately upon the 
allegations against them being made public, 
^and said that was not the action of guilty 
men. 
Policemen, be said, were an abused 
-set of men. They were ridiculed on the 
stage, they were made the butt of jokes in 
the papers and they are everywhere looked 
-upon as dishonorable men. This, said the 
attorney, is wrong. The people, rather than 
cast ignominy upon their servants, should 
honor them.' Tlieir lives and their prop­ 
erty are protected by the police, and Com­ 
missioners usually were careful to put 
honorable men ori the force. 
Referring to the accusations against Cun­ 
ningham , Mr. Jones denounced them as the 
m ost flimsy he had ever heard introduced 
in a trial or investigation, and that they 
called for nothing but the complete exon­ 
eration of the accused, 
He made a vigor­ 
ous attack upon the class ?f witnesses who 
appeared before the Commission and tes­ 
tified, and m aintained that they were all 
prejudiced because of having been perse­ 
cuted by the police. Police officer Harvey 
was roughly handled by the attorney. 
City Attorney Church replied briefly to 
Mr. Jones, and then the case was subm itted 
to the Commissioners. 
Mayor Gregory asked the other members 
of the Commission if they were ready to 
proceed. 
Im mediately Chief of Police Lee rose and 
said : 
Mr. President: I move that officer Harris be 
completely exonerated. Xu my opinion there is 
not au iota of testimony against the officer. In 
making this motion i wish to add that I have 
not changed my opiuion in regard to this case 
since its commencement 
I tnink it is one of 
the most damnable conspiracies ever concocted 
against a man. 
It dates back from the arrest 
and conviction ot Kitty Crowly for vagrancy, 
and the subsequent prosecution of the man, 
Langlois. 
There was some silence after the Chief's 
rem arks, and all eyes were turned upon 
th e other two Commissioners, neither of 
whom seconded the Chief’s motion. 
Judge Buckley finally stood up, and 
after referring to the importance of the 
case, be reviewed the testimony at length, 
and said there were m any circumstances 
connected with the case which forced him 
to believe that H arris was guilty o fs;m e of 
the accusations. 
He helieved officer H ar­ 
vey in preference to Harris, as Ihe former 
had acied in a m anner which could not be 
doub'ed. 
Chief Lee took the floor again and spoke 
in regard to the Harvey m atter. H e said 
he had a great deal-of respect for the of­ 
ficer, but if his statem ent were true, he 
certainly did not do his duty as an officer. 
Mayor Gregory said be would like to 
second tbe Chief’s m otion, but some of the 
testimony did not look just right to him. 
Legally, he said, officer H arris was not 
guilty, but m orally, be considered him 
guilty. 
The officer did not do his duty 
when be ordered Bailey to leave town, and 
then did not compel him 
to do so. 
A nother thing the Mavor found fault 
with was the fact that H arris had drank 
wine with an L street denizen. The other 
charges, however, he did not think bad 
b»en sustained. 
He was in favor of sus­ 
pending tbe officer from the force for a 
period of thirty days. 
Judge Buckley insisted that suspension 
or a reprimand was not sufficient punish­ 
ment. 
Chief Lee amended his motion so as to 
exonerate the officer bat also to reprim and 
him . 
The motion was lost, Buckley and Greg­ 
ory voting no. 
judge Bu"kley then moved for (he dis 
missal of Harris, which m otion was also 
lost. 
The Mayor then moved th at H arris be 
suspended for thirty days. 
Judge Buckley w a s 'th e only one who 
voted against this m otion, but he subse­ 
quently changed his vote to “ave," making 
thp vote unanim ous. 
Before adjourning the Commissioners 
announced that in future the Board would 
meet once a week—every Monday morn 
in g — at which tim e citizens having com­ 
plaints to make sgsinst officers could ap­ 
pears and make them . Officers were also 
warned not to leave their beats while on 
duty.

T iie B u siness T ra n sa c te d a t L ast N ig h t's 
M onthly M eeting. 
The City Board of Education m et last 
evening 
for regular m onthly meeting. 
Present—Chairm an Todd and 
Directors 
Skelton, Davis, Hopley, Chipman, Senatz, 
M artin and Tufts. 
Director Skelton, from the Committee on 
Buildings and Repairs, reported having had 
cinders placed in the yard of the new 
Grammar-school building at Twenty-firs* 
and L streets, and some 3light repairs. 
The President of the Board was author­ 
ized to renew $2,000 insurance on the High- 
school building, m aking $0,000. 
Secretary Beard stated that W einstock, 
Lubin A Co. had asked the loan of some 
chemical apparatus from the High-school 
laboratory, for a lecture to be delivered be­ 
fore their employes. The m atter was re­ 
ferred to Secretary Beard, witn power to 


President Todd stated that the roof of 
the building at Twenty-fourth and X streets 
was leaking as badly as ever. The party 
who did the work had not yet been paid. 
The Board instructed the Building and 
Repairs Committee to notify the mechanic 
to m ake good his work. 
It was ordered that no school be held on 
Friday next, the 25th instant, m aking the 
entire present week a vacation. 
Director Skelton moved that the schools 
be closed from Friday, December 20th, 
nntii the first Monday in January. So 
ordered. 
The m atter of allowing salaries for De­ 
cember at an eartier <te.te than Christmas 
was left to President Todd, Director Tufts 
and Superintendent Beard. 
There was some discussion over a propo­ 
sition to reduce the salary of the teacher of 
the colored school, but' Director Hopley 
moved that the m atter be deferred “ until 
after the coming election,” and it was so 
ordered. 
Director Hoplev reported that the roof oí 
the Fourth and Q street building was in a 
leaky condition, and Director Tufts re­ 
ported a sim ilar condition of affairs at 
Thirteenth and G streets 
Referred to 
the Building and Repairs Committee. 
Director Chipman moved that the sal­ 
aries of Mrs. Munford and Miss Taylor, 
Principals of ungraded schools, be in ­ 
creased from $85 to $00, and it was so 
ordered by au unanim ous vote of the 
Board.

P re se n ta tio n o f a B eantiful G old M edal 
to S en ato r S tanford. 
A few days ago Senator Stanford was 
presented by the Directors of the State 
Board of A griculture w ith an elegant gold 
medal in recognition of his m any acts of 
liberality toward the society and in honor 
of the filly Sunol’s rem aikable achieve­ 
ments on the turf. 
On one side the medal 
bee vs the seal of the society, together with 
this inscription; 
“Hon. Leland Stanford, 
Souvenir Occident Stake, 1880 89.’’ On the 
reverse w a s; 
“California State Agricult­ 
ural Society. To Sunol (.three years) 2:1GJ. 
The first to beat the record of Occident, 
2:163, for whom thestake was named.” 
The San Francisco Examiner, referring to 
the incident, says of the circumstances 
leading up to it: 
“The Slate Agricultural 
Society at the close of (he recent fair de­ 
cided to pay a graceful tribute to Senator 
Stanford and his great trotting filly, Snnol. 
In 1880 the Society was indebted to tbe 
Senator in the sum of $2,000, the am ount 
of a pnrse won by the famous Occident 
when he trotted his memorable m ile in 
2:163 without a break, then a most extraor­ 
dinary feat. There was a turther indebt­ 
edness to him of $5,000, moneys expended 
in leveling tbe trotting track, throw ing up 
turns and other engineering work neces­ 
sary to bring it to a state of perfection. 
“In the most generous m anner Senator 
Stanford asked tfiat the total amount, 
$7,000. be capitalized, he agreeing to cancel 
i he indebtedness provided the sum of $400 
should be hung up annually as a stake for 
three-year-old trotting colls and fillies. The 
Society agreed, and the Occident stake was 
inaugurated, and has since been one of the 
annual distinctive fixed events of the fair. 
An elegant gold cup was made and christ­ 
ened the Occident Cup w ith a bum per of 
sparkling wine. It was then presented to 
Stanford. Since then Joseph Cairn Simp­ 
son, L. J. Rose, W illiam Corbett and other 
prom inent turfm en have either been suc­ 
cessful competitors or secured the stake by 
a ‘walk-over.’ 
“T hi9 year the peerless Sunol was the 
only contestant, and walked over in the 
merry tim e of 2:161. 
Recognizing Ihe 
fact that it was the tenth anniversary of the 
inauguration of the stake and that Sunol, 
as a three-year old, trotted in 2:164, thus 
bettering the tim e of Occident by a quar­ 
ter of a second, and be an aged horse, the 
Board of Directors of the society deter­ 
m ined to commemorate the event in a 
m anner that could not be but pleasing to 
the Senator. 
“The medal is a magnificent work of art 
and is greatly prized by the Senator. It 
will be placed with the Occident cup, the 
Fred Crocker medal and other trophies in 
the museum of the Leland Stanford Jr. 
University.” 


FIRE COMMISSIONERS. 


T liey H aul Som e M em bers o f th e D e p a rt­ 
m en t O ver th e Coals. 
The Board of Fire Commissioners held 
their regular m onthly m eeting last even­ 
ing. Daniel Desmond was appointed per­ 
m anent steward of the Hook and Ladder 
Company. 
The bill of Superintendent Fisk, of the 
fire alarm telegraph system for $12 50, for 
replacing a pole in front of Chief Lee’s res 
idence, wTas laid over, the Board not being 
satisfied that it was a correct charge. 
A contract was made w ith R. S. Carey 
for a five years’ lease of the lot on which 
the house of Engine No. 3 stands, to date 
from February 1st next. 
The Board found it necessary to deny the 
request of W einstock, Lubin & Co. to have 
a fire alarm box placed at their store. 
There are requests cn file for about fifty 
boxes, and the Departm ent did not have 
them . 
Chief O’Meara was instructed to have 
the tires on the wheels of the hose cart of 
Engine No. 1 reset wherever it could be 
doce the cheapest. 
Tbe Chief called attention to the unclean 
condition of the house of Engine No. 1, 
and wanted an order passed requiring 
greater care to be observed. 
Forem an Guthrie told of one occupant of 
that house who habitually “ hung” his 
clothes on the floor. 
Tbe Commissioners expressed surprise at 
tbe officer's statements, and Mr. W eil said 
he would m ake it his business to investi­ 
gate the matter. 
Chief O'Meara reported driver Daily, of 
Hose No. 1, as-negiectine his duties’and 
hanging abont saloons. The Commission­ 
ers intimated that if Daily did not mend 
his ways there would soon be a vacancy in 
the department. 
Driver King, of Engine No. 3. who was 
recently transferred to the hose cart on ac­ 
count of unnecessarily fast driving, was 
reinstated in his old position, and cautioned 
to use greater care in the future. Mr. King 
held that he had not been reckless in his 
driving. 
After auditing a large num ber of claims 
the Board adjourned.' 


T H E LEA D TRUST. 


Send 
T he P re sid e n t an d V ice-P resid en t 
in T h eir R esignations. 
St. L o n s, November 25th.—Lead Trnst 
aliairs are just now in an exceedingly in­ 
teresting condition. 
W illiam H . Pulsifer 
on Saturday resigned the Presidency of the 
St. Louis Lead and Oil Company and will 
be succeeded by George O. Carpentem 
He 
also resigned the Presidency of the South­ 
ern W hite Lead Company and the vacancy 
was filled by the election of Joseph L. Mc- 
Bernev. Greeg has also resigned the Vice­ 
Presidency of the St. Louis Smelting and 
Refining Company, and thus severed him ­ 
self from ail connection with lead matters. 
Alex Euston oc Saturday resigned his po­ 
sition as Trustee of the National Lead 
Trust. 
All of the above nam ed have disposed of 
their entire holding* of trust certificates, 
and to-dav have no ic'erest whatever in 
the National Lead Trust. 
Thomas Kiche- 
son of the Collier W hite Lead and Oil 
Company is the oniy one of the four St. 
Louis representatives ol the trust retaining 
connection with it, end it is stated has
